urfuance of the many refolutions of 
thele two committees, the firft of 
which was the bill for continuing the 
annual malt tax; which was -prefented 
on the 28th of November, pafled thro’ 
both houfes in common courfe, and 
received the royal aflent on the 16th of 
December, containing a claufe of cre- 
dit for raifing the full fum of 750,cool. 
at an interett of 31. per cent. per ann. 
by loans or exchequer bills, and alfo 
a claufe for making good the deficien- 
cy of the malt tax, for the preceding 
vear, But after this bill had been 
pafled, viz. on the roth of March, 
there was prefented to the houfe and 
read, a petition of the feveral mer- 
chants, whofe names were thereunto 
fubferibed, on behalf of themfelves, 
and all others, merchants, in the 
county of Norfolk, city of Norwich, 
and borough of Great Yarmouth in 
the county of Norfolk, and in Gor- 
lefton, in the county of Suffolk, con- 
cerned in the making or exporting 
malt, reciting the act for prohibiting 
the exportation of corn or malt, and 
etting forth, that until the rsth of 
November laft, the petitioners carried 
on their bufinefs of manufacturing or- 
dinary barley, into a fort of malt, fit 
fora foreign market only, and had 
onfiderable quantities of fuch barley 
made, and declared, and making into 
milt for exportation; and that in 
l¢ natural courfe of their trade, on 
ne faith of former atts, granting a 
aunty on malt, made for exporta- 
bon, they did buy large quantities of 
wnary barley, under the price li- 
ited by fuch aéts, and had already 
aid all fach bounty to the farmers, 
y giving them a much higher price, 
ai they otherwife would have done, 
accordingly manufactured it into 
ig malt, fit Only for.a foreign mar- 
%, fo that they have no alternative 
as it mult be exported: but had 
been made into fhort malt,

The Hiftory of the laft Seffion of Parliament, &e. 


of the Seffion of Parliament, which began Nov. 11, 1766, being the fixth 
Twelfth Parliament of Great-Britain ; with an Account of all the mate- 
ions therein determined, and of the political Difputes thereby occafioned with- 


they might on paying the duty, have 
fold it in any market of Great Britain : 
That the petitioners thus circum- 
ftanced muft, on exporting it without 
the bounty, be very great fufferers ; 
and that the lofs would be too heavy 
for them to bear, though it was what 
they could neither forefee nor prevent; 
as the greateft part of the faid malt had 
been actually fhipped for exportation, 
and would have been exported befope 
the paffing of the act, but their thips 
had been ftopped by the embargo on 
corn and malt; therefore praying the 
houfe to take the premifes into con- 
fideration, and allow the petitioners 
the bounty on the faid malt declared, 
or made for exportation, and barley 
fteeped and entered at the Excife-of- 
fice, to be made into malt for expor- 
tation, on or before the faid sth of 
November, 1766, which fince that 
time had been, or thereafter fhall be, 
exported; or that the petitioners 
might have fuch relief in the premifes 
as to the houfe fhould feem meet, 

This petition, though not accompa- 
nied with a recommendation from the 
crown, ner preceded by a petition 
for leave to exhibit a petition, was 
prefently received, and, as foon as 
read, was referred to a committee, to 
examine and {tate to the houfe the mat- 
ter of fact contained therein; and a 
committee being accordingly appoint, 
ed, with power to fend for perfons, 
papers, and records, Mr. Charles 
Townfhend, on the roth of April, 
made the report, which was then or- 
dered to lie upon the table; but the 
report being again read on the 7th of 
May, it was referred to a committee 
of the whole houfe, where it was next 
day taken mto coffideration, and the 
following refolution agreed to, which 
being reported on the ixth, was 
agreed to by the houfe, and was as 
followeth : os 

‘* That the bouuties granted by any 
acts of parliament now in being, upon 
the exportation of corn, be allowed 
for all malt, declared, or made for ex- 

41 portation, 
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portation, and barley fteeped and 
entered at the Excile office, to be 
made into malt fer exportation, on 
or before the rsth day of November 
faft, which fince that time hath been, 
or thall be exported. 

And as foon as this refolution was 
agreed to, an inftruction was ordered 
to the gentlemen appointed to pre- 
pare and bring in a bill, purfuant to 
the fourth refolution of the ways and 
means committee agreed to on the sth 
of May *, that they do make provi- 
fion in the faid bill, purfuant to the 
faid refolution ; Accordingly, a claufe 
for this purpofe makes the_ principal 
pet of that a&t, and as to all that 

arley, that had been aétually made 
inf what they call Long Malt, be- 
fore the embargo, the proprietors were 
certainly intitled to fome relief from 
aiermye if their thips were ftopped 

y. the embargo; but, if thev had 
no wheat, or wheat flour on board, I 
do not fee how they could be {topped by 
the firft embargo, as it related only to 
fhips, or veflels, laden, or to be laden, 
with wheat or wheat flour, to be ex- 
ported to foreign markets ; and if they 
had either of thefe on board, it was but 
taking out that part of their cargo and

The next money bill that was paffed 
into a law, though late of beihg 
brought in,was the bill for granting an 
aid to his majefty by a land tax, to be 
raifed in Great Britain, for the fer- 
vice of 1767. This method for rai- 
fing the fupply was not propofed in 
the committee of ways and means, 
until the «7th of February, and then 
fomething happened that was very ex- 
traordinary, and was very different 
from what had happened in that houfe 
in the year 1732. In the third year 
of the reign of his late majefty King 
George the Second, our adminiftra- 
tion, in order to gain a little popula- 
rity among the trading part of this 
nation, had propofed and got pailed 
an act for repealing the falt duty, 
from.and after the 25th of December, 
1730. Accordingly, great encomiums 
‘were thereupon made, and, I believe,

fincerely made, upon the wifdom and 
publig {pirit of our minifters; but jn 
a very few years the true defign of 
our mintfters, in this pretended gene. 
rous meafure, was made to appear ; 
for in the sth year of the fame reign, 
in order to gain a little popularity 
among our landholders, the fame mi. 
nifters propofed, that the land tax for 
the next enfuing year fhould be redy. 
ced to 18. in the pound, and that in 
order to make good the deficienc 
that would be thereby occafioned ip 
the fupplies for the current fervice 
the falt duty thould be revived for 
three years only, and 500,000). raifed 
by a mortgage of it. How did our 
patriots of thofe days behave u 
this occafion? Though they confifted 
moftly. of landholders, and many of 
them were among the greateft Jand- 
holders in the kingdom, yet they de. 
clared unanimoufly for having the 
in the 
pound, rather than revive fuch a grie. 
vous tax as that called the Salt Duty, 
a tax which affected every branch of 
our trade and navigation, and was 
particularly heavy upon our poor |:- 
bourers and manufacturers, who pay 
more towards it than is paid by the 
rich, becaufe they are obliged to live 
moftly upon falt provifions. 

This was the behaviour of thol 
called patriots in the year 1732, but 
inthis year 1767, their behaviour was 
very different, for the propofal for 
continuing the land tax at 4s. inthe 
pound came from our adminittratioa, 
but the patriots propofed reducing it 
to three, though every one knew that 
the fupplies neceflary for the current 
fervice could not be provided for, 
without incroaching upon the Sinking 
Fund, And as their behaviour wi 
different, fo.was their fuccefs, for 
1732 the queftion was, upon a divilion, 
carried againft the patriots by a grea 
majority, but in 1767 it was cart 
in their favour by fuch a majority 
that our minifters did not think nt 
bring it to a new trial upon the 
port, confequently the refolution °

fome years a fort of annual bill, that 
mutt be paffed, and may probably con- 
tinue fo to be for fome years to come ; 
hecaufe it is for the intereft of the 
public to pay off thofe debts firft, that 
tty the higheit interelt ; for thefe 
ver bills are now in fuch high 
credit, that no one of them is ever 
to any of the collectors of our 
revenue, even after fuch -col- 
are by law obliged to receive 
them, as they will be by this act after 
the 6th of April, 1768. 
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On the 16th of April, as foon as 
the refolutions of the committee of 
ways and means that day reported 
were agreed to, it was ordered, that a 
bill, or bills, fhould be brought in, 
upon the faid refolutions, and that Mr. 
Paterfon, Mr. Chancejlor of the Ex- 
cher, Mr. Onflow, Mr. Thomas 
Townthend, junior, Mr. Pryfe Camp- 
bell, Mr. Attorney General, Mr. Sol- 
licitor General, and Mr. Cooper 
fhould prepare and bring in the fame, 
In purfuance of this order, Mr. Pa- 
terfon on the rit of May, prefented 
to the houfe a bill for raifing a. cer- 
tain fum of money, by way of annui- 
ties, and a lottery attended with an- 
nuities, to be charged on the Sinkin 
Fund ; when the bill was read a fir 
time, and ordered to be read a fecond 
time; after which it paffed through 
both houfes in common courfe, and 
received the royal affent on the 2oth 
of May. For though the method of 
raifing meney for the public fervice 
by a lottery has always been condemn- 
ed, as being of pernicious confequence 
not only to the trade and induftry, 
but alfo to the morals, of the people, 
yet this bill met with no oppofition 
in any part of its progrefs : Indeed, it 
could not with any countenance be 
oppefed by thofe who had_ been zea- 
lous for reducing the land tax, as that 
reduction made this bill neceflarys 
whereas, if the land tax had been 
continued at 4s. in the pound, as was 
propofed by our minifters, they .would 
have had no occafion to have borrow- 
ed above a million, for making good 
all the refolutions of thé committee of 
fupply; and that fum_ might prokably 
have been raifed by an annuity bill at 
3]. per cent. without adding the dou- 
ceur of alottery. But {0 it often hap- 
pens: One wrong ftep in politicks ge- 
nerally makes a fecond neeeffary, and 
the fecond is fometimes of more dan- 
gerous confequence than the firft; as 
we have lately experienced in the af- 
fair of the tamp duty in America; for 
by pretending to impofe that duty up- 
on all the Britith fubjeéts fettled there, 
without fo much as afking the confent 
of the different colonies, which we had, 
very wilely and for our own intereft, 
made diftin€ and independent of one 
another, we put them upon, and uni- 
ted them in, a Claim of their privi- 


412 leges 














leges as Britith fubje&s, and when the 
people of any country are provoked 
to make fuch a claim they generally 
extend it too far, and too often pur- 
fue it in ariotous, perhaps a rebellious 
manner. 

Thus the feolith long fpeeches 
which King James the Firft was by 
his fycophants advifed to make to his 
parliaments, and the villainous fer- 
mons and books that were publifhed 
by fome priefts and lawyers, who 
were known to be candidates for 
court favour, excited in the people 
both of England and Scotland fuch a 
claim of privileges, as ended in the 
Yuin of that king's fon and fucceflor, 
snd the total fubverfion of our contti- 
tution; and though the royal family 
was reftored, yet that claim has left 
in the minds of many people of this 
kingdom fuch a jealoufy of the con- 
ftitutional prerogatives of the crown, 
as may at laft bring this monarchy into 
the fame unfortunate ftate with the 
prefent monarchy of Poland. 

In further purfuance of the faid or- 
der of the 26th of April, and in con- 
feqence of the 6th, 7th, 8th, gth, 
roth, ath, sath, 3th, 14th, and 
rsth refolutions of that day reported 
and agreed to, Mr. Paterfon on the 
1ith of May, prefented to the houfe 
a bill for granting to his majefty a 
fum of money out of the Sinking 
Fund ; and for applying certain mo- 
nies therein mentioned, for the fervice 
of the year 1767; and for carrying to 
the Aggregate Fund, a fum of money 
which hath arifen by the Two Se- 
venths Excife. This bill was then read 
a firft time, and ordered to be read a fe- 
cond time, which it was on the zoth, and 
committed, but before the houfe refolv- 
ed itlelf into the faid committee, the 
committee of the whole houle, to 
whom it had been referred to confider 
farther of the prefent high price of 
corn, had, on the 15th of June, re- 
folved, that his majefty be impowered, 
with the advice of his privy council, 
to permit the importation of any fort 
of corn or grain, duty-free, into this 
kingdom, for a longer time than is 
permitted by any act of this feffion of 
‘parliament; which refolution being 
next day reported and agreed to by 
the houfe, an infruétion was there- 
Bpon ordered to the faid committee, 
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that they Go make provifion in the 
faid bill, purfuant to the faid refoly. 
tion; and as foon as the order for the 
houfe to refolve itfelf into the faid 
committee was the fame day read 
they were further inftruGed to receive 
a ciaule of credit, a claufe of appro. 
priation, and a claufe for obviatin 
doubts, in relation to the meeting cf 
commiflioners, for putting in execution 
the land tax aét of this feffion, 

With thefe inftructions the houfe 
refolved itfelf into the faid committee, 
by which a proper claufe, in purfy- 
ance of each of thefe inftruétions was 
received, and added to the bill, and 
confequently the heads of each claufe 
were added to the title of the bill, in 
which form it afterwards pafled thro’ 
both houfes in common courfe, and 
received the royal affent at the end of 
the feflion. 

As to the claufes of credit and ap. 
propriation they were in the com. 
mon and ufual form, therefore I have 
no occafion to take any farther notice 
of them; but as to the two other 
claufes they were fo extraordinary, 
that I think it neceflary to give the 


reader fome account of them. Asto- 


the firft, after reciting the acts pailed 
at the beginning of this feffion, rela- 
ting to the importation of corn, &c. 
particularly the days which any fuch 
ymportation was refpectively by the 
faid acts to be permitted, duty free, 
it proceeds thus:——And whereas it 
may, during the faid next recefs of 
parliament, be expedient to permit the 
free importation of the feveral articles 
and things aforefaid in this kingdom, 
beyond the refpeétive times by the 
faid acts limited, it is therefore enacted, 
that it fhall be lawful for his majelty, 
from time to time, during the {aid 
next recefs, by proclamation, er order 
in council, publifhed in the London 
Gazette, to permit the free importa- 
tion of all, or any of the articles, of 
things aforefaid, from his domunions 
in America, for any time, until the 
it of February, 1708: and from any 
parts or places in Europe or Africa, 
for any time until twenty days after 
the commencement of the next feffion 
of parliament ; and all and every the 
faid articles and things imported by 
virtue of fuch proclamation, or orders, 


fhall not be dubject to the paymel: 
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fabfidy or impofition whatfoe- 
or aed be allowed to be car- 
cad coaftwife under the fame regula- 
jations as the like articles and things, 
being the growth of this kingdom. 
But due entries thereof fhall be made 
at the cuftomhoufe belonging to the 
rt of importation, or in default 
thereof the fame fhall be liable to the 
duties that were payable upon impor- 
tatien before the commencement of 
is feflion. 
his is the fubftance of the firft of 
thefe two additional claufes; and as to 
the fecond it recites, Whereas by the 
land tax act of this feffon, the com- 
mifioners appointed for putting the 
fid aét in execution, were directed to 
meet upon or before the 3oth of April 
lat: But as it may have happened, 
that in fome places they may not have 
metupon or before the faid day, in 
order to obviate any doubts that might 
arife thereupon, it is enacted, that it 
hall be lawful for the faid feveral com- 
mifioners who neglected to meet to 
the faid act in execution upon or 
Lore the 30th of April laft, and they 
ae authorized and required to meet, 
with all convenient fpeed, on fuch day 
asthey fhall think fit to appoint ; and 
fuch meeting had in purfuance of this 
at, and alfo all meetings which fhall 
have been held after the faid 30th of 
April, and before the paffing of this 
att, thall be as effectual, as if the 
fame had been held upon or before the 
hid day. 

All the bills I have hitherto men- 
tioned were, as I have faid brought in 
and paffed in purfuance of the refolu- 
tions of the committee of ways and 
means; and there were feveral other 
bills brought in and paffed in purfu- 
ance‘of other refolutions of the fame 
committee, but as they related chiefly 
to the alterations that had been re- 
blved ‘on with regard to our taxes, 

cannot properly be called money 
therefore I fhall defer giving an 
“count of any of them until I come to 
of oie hiftory of the fortunate bills 
f this feffion. In the mean time I 
net give an account of two important 
money bills, which were brought in 
ind pafled, in purfuance of the refo- 
litions of the committee of fupply

But as to the four they were 
by motion again read on the 28th of 
April, and as Mr. Speaker had on the 
15th acquainted the houfe, that pur- 
fuant to their orders he had given 
due notice of thefe refolutions, it was 
ordered, that a bill, or bills thould be 
brought in upon thefe refolutions, and 
that Mr. Cooper, Mr. Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, Mr. Thomas Town- 
fhend, junior, Mr. Onflow, Mr. Pryfe 
Campbell, Mr. Attorney General, 
Mr. Sollicitor General, and Mr. Pa- 
terfon, do prepare, and bring in the 
faine. Acmeliag to ths order Mr, 
Cooper, the next day, prefented to the 
houfe a bill for redeeming the re- 
mainder of the joint ftock of annuities, 
eftablithed by an act made in the 3d 
year of his prefent majefty’s reign, in 
refpeét of feveral navy, victualling, 
and tranfport bills, and ordnance de- 
bentures. And alfo a bill for redeem- 
ing part of the joint ftock of annuities, 
eftablithed by an act made in the third 
year of his prefent majefty’s reign, 
chap. 12. Both thefe bills were then 
read a firft time and ordered to be 
read a fecond time, both paffed through 
both houfes in common courfe, and 
both received the royal aflent on the 
2oth of May. 
By thefe two acts the fum of 
26167761. tos. and 1rd. principal 
money, part of our late contracted 
debts, isto be paid off at Chriftmas 
1767, from which time the annuities 
attending the fame are to.ceafe and be 
extinguifhed; and as thefe annuities 
were all at the rate of 4l. per cent per 
annum, confequently there will be by 
thefe two acts 1046711. added yearly to 
our finking fund, which is 596711. per 
ann. more than the new charge it is to 
be Joaded with by the abovementioned 
lottery and annuity act; even fup 
fing that no addition fhould be made 
to our public revenue by any of the 
new or additional taxes eftablifhed 
during this feffion, which thews how 
quickly our finking fund would increafe, 
if our land tax were again railed to 4s. 
in the pound and all our other taxes 
continued in the ftate they are in at 
prefent, and two or three fuch pay- 
ments from our finking fund as bave 
been made this year, without con- 
trachng 
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trating any new debt, would havea 
very great, if not a compleat effect, 


towards raifing all our 31. per cents to * fall fomewhere by throwin 


fell at par, till which time we cannot, 
in ftrict juitice to our public creditors, 
think of abolifhing or leflening the pro- 
duce of any of our prefent taxes.

C—Is, e———ys, and a——rs, it is true, 
have been regularly appointed, but, 
inftead of repairing to their ftations, 
have, in the mof PS am manner, 
loitered at home; as if they had either 
no bufinefs to do, or were afraid of 
expofing themfelves to the refentment 
er derifion of the cm—-t to which 
they were deltined. . Thus have all 
our segotiations with P——<-] been 
configned to oblivion, The flightef 
remembrance of it muft not now be re- 
vived. At this rate, Sir, foreiga 
powers may well permit us to be quiets . 
it would be equally ufelefs and unrea- 
fonable in them to interrupt a tranqui- 
ity, which we fubmit to purchafe upe- 
on fuck inglorious terms, or to quare 
rel with an humble, paflive g t, 
which hath neither fpirit to afferta 
right, nor to refent an injury. In 
the diftracted broken miferable ftate 
of our interior.g t, our enemies 
find a confolation and remedy for all 
that they fuffered in- the courf 
of the war, and our councils amply 
revenge them for the fuccefles of our 

arms. , 

The fecond article of the advice cons 
tains a recommendation of what con- 
cerns the dearnefs of corn, to otir ime 
mediate and earnelt deliberation.

They ingculate indifferently’on any 
part ; but if left:to their choice, they 
prefer the outfide of the arm, mid- 
way between the wrift and the el- 
bow, for the males; and the fame

for the females. Previous to the ope- 
ration, the operator takes a piece of 
cloth in his hand (which becomes his 
perquifite, if the family is opulent), 
and with it gives a dry friction upon 
the part intended for inoculation, for 
the fpace of eight or ten minutes ; 
then with a fmail inftrument he 
wounds, by many flight touches, 
about the compafs of a filver groat, 
juft making the fmalleft appearance of 
lood ; then opening a linen double 
rag (which he always keeps in a cloth 
round his waift) takes from thence 
a fmall pledget of cotton charged 
with the variolous matter, which 
he moiftens with two or three drops 
of the Ganges water, and applies it 
to the wound, fixing it on with a flight 
bandage, and ordering it to remain on 
for fix hours without being moved, 
then the bandage to be taken off, 
and the pledget to remain until it falls 
off itialt ; feinetimnes (but rarely) he 
fq ueezes a drop from the pledget, up- 
on the part, before he applies. it; from 
the time he begins the dry fric- 
tion, to the tying the knot of the ban- 
dage, he never ceafes reciting fome 
portions of the worfhip appointed, by 
the Aughtorrah Bhade, to be paid to 
the female divinity * beforementioned, 
nor quits the moft folemn countenance 
allthe while. The cotton, which he 
preferves in a double callico rag, is 
faturated with matter from the inocu- 
lated puftules of the preceding year, 
for they never inoculate with freth 
matter, nor with matter from the dif- 
eafe caught in the natural way, how- 
ever dilting&t and mild the fpecies.. He 
then proceeds to give inftructions for 
the treatment of the patient through 
the courfe of the procefs, which are 
moft religioufly obferved ; thefe are as 
follow : 

He extends the prohibition of fith, 
milk, and ghee, for one month from 
the day of inoculation; early on the 
morning fucceeding the operation, 
four coilons (an earthen pot contain- 
ing about two gallons) of cold wa- 
ter are ordered to be thrown over the 
patient from the head downwards, 
and to be repeated every morning and 
evening until the fever comes on, 
(which ufually is about the clofe of 
the fixth day from the inoculation)

puftules drop off. They are ordered 
to open all the puftules with a fing 
tharp-pointed thorn, as foon as 
begin to change their colour, and 
whilft the matter continues in a Quid 
ftate. Confinement to the houfe is ab. 
folutely forbid, and the inoculated 
are ordered to be expofed to every air 
that blows ; and the atmoft indulgence 
they are allowed when the fever come; 
on, is to be laid on a mat at the door; 
but, in fact, the eruptive fever is ge. 
nerally fo inconfiderable and trifling, 
as very feldom to require this indu. 
gence. Their regimen is ordered to 
confit of all the refrigerating thingy 
the climate and feafon produces, x 
plantains, fugar-canes, water- melons, 
rice, gruel made of white poppy-feeds, 
and cold water, or thin rice gruel 
for their ordinary drink. Thefe in, 
ftructions being given, and an injunc. 
tion laid on patients to make a 
thankfgiving Poojah, or offering, to 
th: goddefs on their recovery, the 
operator takes his fee, which from the 
poor is a pound of cowries, equal’ to 
about a penny fterling, and goes m 
to another door, down one fide of 
the ftreet and up on the other, and 
is thus employed from morning until 
night, inoculating fometimes eight 
ten in 2 houfe, The regimen they or 
der, when they are called to attend the 
difeafe taken in the natural way, isu!

Admitting the fenfe the Dr. has 
iven of the word, (gr.) yet he has not 
ewn, Or even attempted to thew, 
that is the general meaning of it in 
other paflages in the New Teftamént 
where it occurs, much lefs has ‘he made 
jt appear, that is the fenfe in which St. 
Paul ufed it in the text, he propofed to 
explain, which he certainly ovght to 
have done, becaufe a particular word 
is ufed in different fenfes by different 
writers. Nay one and the fame word 
by the fame author. To inftance only 
in St. Paul's ufe of the word xtiric, 
creature. 

It is the obfervation of a judicious 
writer who fays. ‘* It is very poffible 
to find out a’ feripture feheme which 
may fuit a general inditerminate word 
in fcripture, and yet not be the pre- 
cife meaning of that word as ufed. in 
that particular place. To free that, 
we mutt always be abie to thew, that 
the idea which we annex to that word 
js that which was prefent to the mind 
of the facred writer, when he ufed it 
in the place that is under confideration.

der this. Adhering to the context 
will not eafily fuffer a man to be de- 
ceived where it can be traced, if it 
be carefully attended to, and where 
it cannot it will do us no harm to be 
very modetft.”

HE. fir confideration is—that

In- 
ftead of employing philofophy to_ rea- 
fon, or rather to laugh and ridicule re- 
ligion outof the world—He, poor fim- 
e man,. fays, that. philofophy. efta- 
Plihes revelation, and obliges him to 
fubmit his reafon to it’s brighter evi- 
dence. Towhata flavith abject mean- 
nefs has he reduced philofophy ? to 
be a drudgeto revelation? Surely fuch 
> proceeding, might well, exclude him 
from that tendernefs, which, asa phi- 
lofopher, he.might otherwile have ex- 
&ted. And it feems natural to think 
that Mr. Voltaire, who (as the bithop 
of Gloucefter informs me) ufes philoto- 
pher and deift.as fynonymous terms, 
might conceive fuch a difguft at feeing 
philofophy fo abufed and degraded in 
the preface, as to be induced to cri- 
ticize the work. with feverity, rather 
than with the lenity fuppoled. But 
why then does he honour Mr. ‘Terral. 
fon fo much. as he does,. by allowing 
that he Jived and died dike a philofo- 
pher?. The reafon pofiibly may be, 
that his very excellent chara&ter would

You 
may be fure then I fthould as foon 
have undertaken to difcover the _ 
magnum of the alchymifts, as to ftu- 
dy fuch a pieceof plaguy, ufelefs 
pedantry. It chanced, however, that 
having read in the Obfervations on the 
Converfion of St. Paul, a work never 
to be mentioned without an encomi- 
um, and in the Effays of Dr. Brown, 
whofe death I fincerely bewail as a 
publick lofs, and in other valuable au- 
thors, fome handfome recommenda- 
tions of this defpifed work, I was indus 
ed to prefer their judgment to the 
unmeaning chat of the -multitude. 
And what was my furprize, when I 
met with no quotations but what were 
abfolutely neceflary to elucidate fome 
eflential points, and thofe fuch as a 
very moderate fcholar might under- 
ftand! when, in fhort, I found depth 
of thought, finenefs of imagination, 
extenfive erudition, neat expreffion, 
united and fhewing themfelves in eve- 
ry part of the work ?—In the firft 
heat of indignation I could not help 
annexing the idea of Hottentot to the 
writer who fuggefted it. But cooler 
reflection thewed me that what I 
thought was owing to ignorance was 
really the effect of the writer’s art. 
It is an allowed excellence in writing, 
it feems, to throw out hints, and Jeave 
the reader’s imagination to perfue 
them. Mr. Voltaire is a great maf- 
ter of this excellence, and always has 
recourfe to it, when he is fenfible a 
hint is eafier aad fafer than a formal 
argument.

——I exprefely fpeak of the mof irve- 
terate of the diffenters only ;—~and of 
them, all that is implied, is that the 
are, in ‘common with infidels, difat- 
fected to the church eftablifhed, and 
lovers of any thing that tends to vilify 
and blacken it. 

Had I given real grounds for the 
complaints of my treatment of diffent- 
ers, it would have come with a very ill 
grace, from writers fo abufive to the 
church eftablifhed, and who take fuch 
pains to have it thought @ tyrannical 
ufurper, &c.——But as itis, [ cannot 
reconcile it to common honefty. 

He attempts however to fupport his 
port by adding; ‘“* this will yet more

1. All bodies are conftituted of mot 
minute folid particles of matter, of an 
extended, impenetrable, but divifible 
fubftance.. 2, That between thele 
{mall component corpufcles there are 
infinite numbers of pores, or void 
fpaces, larger or fmaller, in every 
body. 3. That in the folideft body in 
being, there is much more empty {pace 
than matter, even gold itfelf not ¢x- 


cepted. 4. and laftly, That the parts, | 


or atoms of matter, are forced and held 
together by the preffure, or pulfion of 
fome fubtile invifible fluid, or zther, 
furrounding them. 

Allowing only thefe four data, w¢ 
are next to confider, that the {pace of 
the pores of gold is not fo large as that 
of filver, becaufe its gravity much ex- 
ceeds that, of the other.

of making fuch a ferruginous bitter, 
as fome fo fondly keep by them, of 
gentian, fnake root, orange peel, faf- 
tron, .cardamums and cochineal, when 
this fingle plant. alone furnifhes us 
witha fimple ftomach bitter, prefera- 
ble to them all fo jumbled together ? 
With me this is always a phyfical 
maxim, The more fimple a medicine 
is, the more. wholefome it is; and a 
tender ftomach, that cannot be recon- 
ciled to a compound prefcriptio 1. may 
be brought by degrees to a fimpl- one, 
and that is. no {mall advantage gained, 

A ftrong infafion in cold, or warm 
water, if drank freely, and the patient 
be covered up. warm, will produce a 
plentiful fweat, much fafer and better 
than when forced by confounded Ve- 
nice treacle, and promote all glandu- 
lar fecretions in general befides; or 
dathed with white wine, it is of great 
fervice after catching cold to reftore 
interrupted perfpiration, and fet. all 
to rights again. .

OTWITHSTANDING the ma- 
N ny travellers, efpecially from this 
ingdom, which annually vifit Italy, 
in queft of monuments of antiquity, 
it is moft certain, that the ruins. of the 
‘antient city of Paeftum have, till 
within theie eight years, entirely ef 
caped the eye of curiofity. Hence 
one would naturally fuppofe it, like 
Herculaneum, to have lain concealed 
in the bofom of the earth. No; our 
ignorance of its exiftenc€ was owing 
to its fituation, in a part of Italy fcarce 
inhabited, and far diftant from any 
of thofe cities which are ever vifited by 
ftrangers. Its difcovery, indeed, was 
‘quite accidental. A painter's appren- 
tice from Naples, as we Jearn from the 
ce to an account of thefe ruins 
ely publithed, vifiting his friends at 
Cappaccio, about eight years ago, was 
the firk. intelligent perfon who ob- 
ferved thefe magnificent remains of 
antiquity. Hecommunicated'this dif- 
covery to his maiter, who foon vifited 
Peftum, and made drawings of the 
principal buildings. “Thefe drawings 
were (hewn to the King of Naples, whe 










immediately ordered the wood, with 


which the city was overgrown, t, be 

cleared away, and Pexftum arofe { 

the obfcurity in which it had lain con- 

cealed duringmany ‘centuries.

HOUGH in an extraordinary 
manner I have very long, and 

rievoufly fuffered, for having 
manifefted my zeal for the public wel- 
fare in general, and my dutiful regard 
to his prefent majefty in particular, 
[I cannot forbear, fuch 1s my fate, 
ng ftill folicitous for the good weal 
of my country ; wherefore having jutt 
now read in this morning’s public pa- 
, that his moft gracious majetty, 
Pom hisabundant and aga regard 
to his fubjeéts, has taken the earlieft 
rtunity to pafs a moft falutary 
for the relief of his people, efpe- 
cially of the poorer fort, permit me, 
sats with a view oe oe and 
ote fo good an end, to caft m 
ie before the public in your x- 
tenfive paper: And as my view in lay- 
ing my private thoughts before the

After this tedious preface, it is

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confidered, whether the revenue might 
not be more than a little benefitted 
by a total prohibition of diftilling 
{pirits from. every fort of grain that 
is made ufe of as bread-corn for the 
fuftenance of the poor; as by this 
means, it is humbly appreliended, the 
price of corn would immediately falls to 
a much lower price than it now bears, 
and will probably continue to bear 
till fuch a prohibition is laid; and 
which is the rather to be hoped and 
withed for, as thereby malt will necef- 
farily become cheaper, which will 
greatly tend, not only to the fervice of 
the poor, but increafe the more com- 
mon ule of beer, confequently the du- 
tics on hops, on mialt, as alfo the du- 
ty.on beer, would be very greatly in- 
creafed; the poor labourer would alfo 
hereby have his beer the better, and 
every family be greatly benefitted: by 
it. And I will now further add, 
what perhaps has not been commonly 
thought of, or ever pointed out -to 
the legiflature or the public, which is, 
that by rendering barley cheap, fleth 
meat in general will become poet on 
and by this all the middling clafs of 
people, as well as the poor, will re- 
ceive confiderable advantage; and it 
is not improbable, that the poor will 
hereby be-more benefitted than by 
any other means which has hitherto 
been. pointed out for their particular 
fervice, and this will be evident from 
the following confiderations, viz. when 
barley is rendered cheap, almoft every 
poor man in the country, who has 
a family, rears up and feeds a hog or 
more for his winter's ftock of food for 
their fupport; and this, till of late, 
and that-barley has borne fo high a 
price, was the common praétice: Ir 
muft therefore be clearly evident, as 
hinted .at before, that if barley is ‘ren- 
dered cheap, all kinds of. fiehh meats 
muft be lowered in price, as vat num- 
bers of the poor will raife of themfelves 
a confiderable part of their food: And 
however fimple this may at. firft fight 
appear, it may, perhaps, be the thort- 
eft, the eafielt, and the beft way for 
the immediate eafement of the dit- 
treffed poor, who are at-this time la- 
bouring under great hardthips. 

P. S. Let me now afk if it is nota 
paradox in politics to give a bounty, 
or admit of a drawhack on the expor- 
tation of fpirits diftiled from corn.

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under a want of grain, and call out 
for an in portation of it; and more 
efpecially as a confiderable part of the 
duty laid on it at the ftill is drawn 
back on its being exported, and when 
alfo well known that a very great part 
of ic is continually fmuggled into -mott 
of the ports in the kingdom, and 
which not only tends to deftroy the 
labouring people, but prevents, toa 
very great ‘degree, the wholefome ufe 
of malt drink, and to the great dimi- 
nution of the révenue, that would 
otherwife arjfe from the more common 
ufe of it. And let me add, I have 
been credibly informed, that one dif- 
tiller, in or near Briftol, has confum- 
ed more barley in one year, than was 
equal to the growth of that grain in 
three counties. How great then matt 
have been the confumption in Lon- 
don. And let me farther add, that 
labouring men, efpecially in the fmi- 
thery, and in many other very hard 
works, require good and wholefume 
beer to recruit their exhaufted {pirits; 
but as malt, by reafon of the great 
confumption in the dittillery, 18 Kept 
up to fo high a price, they can hardly 
be properly fapplied with good: beer ; 
and as a ftop being put to the diftill- 
ing of malt fpirits can affect only aa 
inconfiderable number of diftillers,. 
and may be of real fervice to’ man 

thoufaads, or hundreds of thoufan 

of his majefty’s good fubjetts, it iz 
ho the experiment may be made 
at leat in the prefent dearth of brea

underftood ; for if a child be bloated: 


with fat, which too generally happens, 
the parents and their friends call it a 
fine child, and admire how it thrives. 
When, alas.! that very fat is the dif. 
eafe which renders its conftitution thus 
feeble; for if the butcher did not kill 
lambs and calves when they become 
immoderately fat, they likewife would 
die as frequently as children. Which 
death may be juftly attributed to the 
prepofterous method fo generally in 
ufe, of giving them too much impro- 
per nourifhment; and not managing 
them in other refpects, as: nature re- 
quires, to ftrengthen the body from 
the food received.”

In coming out from any congregation, 
he never troubled himfelf about order 
or precedence, but ‘ufed to ftay .be- 
hind the refit; and if there was any 
itair-cafe to afcend or defcend, would 
be a quarter of an hour betwixt going 
up or down every five or fix fteps, 
to take breath, as if he was almott 
fyient ; fo that he was often faluted in 
# manner that would not have been 
‘agreeable to any body elle;::* God 
‘help: you; peor old man, you have 
' almoft' run your race.” 

When he went one day to wait up- 
-on the cardinal of Auttria, who was 
come toé Rome upon. affairs of great 
importance, the Cardinal, vexed and 
out of humour to be troubled with 
his trifling and impertinent vifit, faid 
angrily, to the perfonm who told him 
he was coming in, “‘ What bufinefs

under re engagement, nor yet to 
difoblige the king ‘of Spain, after he 
had made many excufeés, faid, “ That 
a man of his great age had nothing 
more to do in this world, but to think 
how to go well out of it.” Many car- 
dinals of the laft promotion, defired 
him, ‘ Not to give himfelf the trou- 
ble and fatigue of vifiting them, as 
they would gladly excufe him upon 
the aceount of his infirmities.” Car- 
dinal della Torre, meeting him one 
day ata vifit, he fell into fuch a fit 
of coughing, that the eardinal thought 
he would have been choaked, and {aid 
to him, ‘* Indeed, Sir, your complai- 
fance will coft you your life, you had 
better fpare yourfelt a little more.” 

One time, when he was in compa- 
ny with Caftagna, for whom he had 
a great friendfhip and efteem; the 
converfation turning upon fome things 
that happened when they were toge- 
ther in Spain, Caftagna faid to hin, 
“© Your eminence is much altered fince 
that time.” ** Yes, fays Montalto, old age 
prefies upon me yery faft.” Caftagna, 
who had feveral times heard him fay, 
that they were both of an age, told him, 
“ He had no great reafon to complais 
of that yet.” ‘ Ah, Sir, replied Mon- 
talto, ten years make a great alteration 
in fo weak a conftitution as has fallen 
to my fhare.” 

The refined policy of Montalto’s 
behaving én this manner will focn be 
apparent to the reader, and produced 
at length his election to the papa!
